swept Jennie Wren Tom am other cities, and another grant ons occured dur 
ing the Inter Easter Season of Eighteen Fourtye Thore aro three reasons 
why those typhoons got such nanoseAs thoy aro gy ratoral in motion all 
threo of the varitdes are exceedingly violent and vehenont in forces, and 
wake such an indoscriable elanor that nothing olse can be hoarde 

The second reason is bocause they make such an angry voor in its a proavite. 
The third renson is because of its sudden outburst. The first varitioz 
aro genorally called hh hurricanes vy tho Angolinians though that is not 
thoiy proper nanee THeis character is notably differont, thoir force much 
greater, ard their approach swift and clamourious like the torindos 

At tho advanci ng side of those typhoons the thunder Lightning and rainp 
rainfall is poculiarly violent, wat at tho roar .) portions of the storm 
tho raintall is very violent though there is very ‘ittle thunder and Light 
ning, and Tloode usually follow. Thoso storus gonorally oceur ii tho ty 
phoon seasons wiich 8 is tho sionth of September, + o April, and May, 
though they have Leen known to appear in tho other uonthe as well.But jn 
tho ::onths naned they are umisually, and froquontly more violent than 
over inaginode 


Tho first varity is gonorally called the Sirocannian Typhoone 
The second varity gonorally occurs fraa the month of October %o April, tut 
are nore frequont in Ovtover, than in any of the other months.

wildeste The force of such a stor. camiot ve doscribodeThey are 
completely v gyratoral in motion, and advanco in a more straight course 
than the other two varities. Their duration is soldon wore than two hours 
and theis velvcity is gonorall, unaccountable, ieving at a rata contrary 
tc its tresondous whicling volceity.Thoir fury at tises can chunge the 
region swept by them into a goneral wind hell, end terrific are the 
circumstance that tollow i its wake.By the Angolinians they are called ‘ 
the Dewonedanian TYPHOONS? by the Abbieanninns the Salabdlanian Tornadoes. 
Jennie Wren tom was predicted strick by one of these during 
the last day of March Eighteen Fourt y One, which slew throo iandred thousand 
people, and destroved property valued at three hindred million dolars alone 
in thas cits, and its suvroucding districts.’

Ansthor in Augist cf tho sane year which tore across the coast of 
Trotestent ia killing five Imndyred thousand,, and destroying three hundred 
towns and cities. Again the whote of Protestentia was swapt tho year 

ter in the sane nonth, by a gyratoral typhoon of the Thrid varity, 
which destroyod five million noople, and caused so mich damage that 
‘Abbieannin and other mations had to go to tho aid of the severely smiten 
nation. Mormomuin the sane month was swept by a hellish Terrocdan typhoon 
which tore across her southern and western coast and screaming like a 
sea filled with denons, destroying thousands of cities, and tows, and 
prot prostrating whole forests, with a loss of life that wms unaccountable, 
or never accurately estimted, though sixteen uillion, and thirty million

and Angelinin cenorully starts these terrizic and destructive storas 
which travels northeastvani and amihilates all before it. These strange 
and terrific tt typhoons generally form in tho extreme southern regions 
_Seventy thousand miles scuthwest southwest of tho group of the great 
Tisngiglonenean islands, and some of the fiercest further south or north 
also crossing the regions of Abbieannin and Concontinian shores.“here 
are eight others of the Spirian Tearinn typhoons.Snobannin typhoons 
of mild force called gales, which nove in any course, and do little or 
no darmgee They probably form at small distances avi have a short wy to 
travel, and do not have uch ‘much force.

The third vai varity is onlled a Sucanneninn rich like the ‘Yellow 
death that struck 1]n Hinkencile.vheir path is one thetsand wiles, 
and t thoir force is gradual but dangerous. They are mish drended by the 
sailors, but these storms nevortholoss seldom hit the shores of the main’ 
land.Tf they did people watld have to live in caves and not Imilt houses. 
The fourth varity swoepts in the. region’ called the vovils Blow Hole 
and are called the Ranbobocian “yphoon. Thet ‘They axe real Zerrocinnn too % 
but of four days duratit , duration, and these wind storus known as the 
black death genorally become 2 Spirian Toarian. hey are very extensive 
their distance being far howe @ hovever so far that thoy have nover boen 
knowm to hit the shore.3ut the hellish destruction witnessed by sailors 
on islamis, and by the inhibitatnts give reason for these storms to be 
dreaded.

GRAPHIC DASCRIPTIONS OF THE DRSPRUCTION OF AGM LITA 
AGATHTA AD It'S HORRORS. 


This city lay on tho southwest coast of calverinia and was in the path of the 
sane stor that » tora Abbicannias coast on that fatal faster Sunday. The 
forenoon of that Raster Sunday though the weathor had bean and wis still 
quite windy and wintry, with n snow covered ground was nevertholeas beautiful 
with a coreno sky and a fine frigid breeze blowing fran tho northwest with 
occasional snowstorms scattored hore and theree.:The previous days hoivovor 
however had boon umaunlly cou cold and snowy for evon that part of tha year 
for such hard winters as Calverinia and soutiorn Abyso‘nkile has, and all 
that forenoon of that Fastor gunday at tho sarthern coast of galvorinia a sove 
severe blizzard had beon raging in all its fury, but the wastern horizon under 
the snow clouds unoticed by any one in Angolinia Agathin had appeared to 
have an orange colored tint. At six oclock in the morning tho snowstorm having 
then started a fiery yellow otroak Id hoon noticed by thoso of the signal 
station men alony the coast which had appeared along tho horizon fron south 
west to northeast which before the snowstorm really broke had increased with 
great intensity, and when it noared the zonith that afternoon whon the snow 
stor suddenly abated a black portent of cloids appoarod along the horizon 
and the atmosphere thoug: wintr winter appeared to be oidden ty filled with 
an oppresive radiencoe 

At fifteen uimes after six in tho evening a dull booing noise proceeded 
half an hours coughing sound which was heard along the horizon and which 
rese abled the distant dun of furious waves strewsing over a rocky shore. 

The peculinr noise increaced gradually but quickly and et aix thirty tho 
Bt ort! brokeceseeeeeelt broke with a roar resonbling the discharge of the 
heaviest connonseSuch wild scenes‘ of desc destruction followed that it could 
never be corren correctly be tolde 

Before the violent bas blasts of the qinds winds the hundreds of 
thousands of buildings were torn t: pieces, the best and strongost boing 
leveled clear to their fcindations.In additicns to tho horrors occasioned 
by the full fury of the great typhoon, the devoted inhibatants who survivied 
survived were exposed to the ravages of fire. In the darkness of tho stormy 
night tho whole city appeared afire in a thousand difforent places at onoo 
which became so bright that any ono could read by it, and if it hnd not been 
forthe torrents of rain a" snow and sleet falling that proceeded the great 
typhoon the fire would have consumed everything.Sothough the fires cont imed 
. they could not becaio a genoral conflargrution. 


DESTRUGT TOI OF EVANGRLISTIA. 


In the whole history of all typhoons no matter whoro they occured nc deeth cr 
doatruction can bo compared with any other storm thet the frif frightful 
black squall or saraicocinian which had after a twenty fours hours progressive 
| movenents in ono dirssticn mowed a my wide and grewsano path along the 
Calverinian coast during the long n and tiresone glandco-Abbieannian war 
of I84I. It wes really unaparra,lled and oven exceeded: the fierce ,bbisannian 
disastors of those two sad and oventful Easter Sundays.It wos the sane stora 
that swept over the northorn Angolinian coast which almoot blew tho city 
of Evangolistin off the map ontirely, and caused all of the rivers in Calver 
inia to make the greatest and most extensive floods in the history of floods 
and caused a loss of lives that exceeded all loss of lives in any storm 
eyo> knowne Calmanrinia francis fortunately had not beon in the direct path 
of this gignant ic twinter but it was isolated from the ruined cities, partly 
flooiad, and tha losa of lives in a near by city was novor accuratelt Inow,. 
As oven predicted the fair eity of Evangollizatin' (Angelinin) was bar 
 ricaded by the rango of pondon and yivian jjoursdans.The great and mall cathor 
ine hills tower abovo her on the southwestern and northeastern fringes, and 
H on the southwestern and eastern skirts also the Carnation and Mo=Hollester rig 
A ridgese Part of tho city was built on the sides of the Mo-Hollester ridges whe 
whee everything had been swapt clean. On account of this great barricade of 
surroinding hills the cities of Evangolistin and Evangeline St clair were 
considered typhoon proof, but it was only an Laaginnary protection, being 
swiftly provon to be a flimsy frabric indeed. 
Fortunate ly however this storm passed the range of the 
Blongiglanenoan and Boyking islands, but nevertheless in the sorthern parts 
, of Angelinia the roaring demon of death had already reaped a prian and hor 
rible harvest of lives and property for over a thousand miles since it struck 
the shores, and as it trailed along the Angolininn const it ws feared 
. Si eure thot this screwing nad hell of wind and flood cloudbursts, would 
move upon tho islnnds, bit tho stor swerved nore to the cast, and passing the 
islands without doing any damage, move still more: eastward and advancod on ' 
all the coast towns of Angelinia, and head on for pvangolaitia in particular.

Many weoks before this great typhoon great cyclonic conditions un:nown to all 
prevailed on the Angelinian and Me-Whirthian seas on accaint of the hot waves 
passn passing northeastward fron the southern }e-Whirthinn seas and +ward the 
regions of the plengiglo.onenn islands.One frirphtful storm already reported 
had already struck 1 portion of Calmonrinia(Calverinia) scathing the entire 
eastern Angelinian shoreline for hundreds of miles, zalling south: astorn 
Calvorinin and only particially damaging the interior, Many other storms had 
been reported raging far out to the west of tho plengiglaionoan islands and 50 
several storas of tho Terrgejan nature moving in the sane course weve vre 
dicted during the Faster sonson raging sevoral hundred uiles of the ,len 
giglasenean islands.One of these storms struck the Boyking islands howavor 
and committed great havoce Another of theso devastated a large part of the 
southern A Abbioannian coast, and galled calverinia in tho northwest, Another 
of these terrific stomas whien had progreoved northoastmud without hitt ing 
any of the islands had been raging along tho Angolinini coast for sevoral 
days Int did not wake itself present in any of the largor cities. 
Tt lind been of terrific volienco however, and dew troyed a lot of ship- 
ping nlong tho Calverinian coast, where near the city of Calverine for over 
three days waves over ono hundred and eighty feet high rolled with the 
most irrestiless energy, swooping omy every tree, villinge and living being

Angelinian victors. Shoennns entire line for the moment now seomed entirely 
hidden by a pall. of smoke as tho ,landelinians opened a gonerals fire with 
all their muskets and cannon had “they had bf brought up to use, tut 
t he Angelinians despite all this contimal havoc were pushing their vay 
stubbonrly ove over the wel’ defended works, while shoenanns mon were vainly 
striving to check then. 

All of a suddon from the main line of christians, and fro: behind the ; 
Glandelinians still hociing their ground there came a terrific yel}. thnt was 
mogt earsplitting and great monsterots columns of the othe Angolinians camo 
rushing on fron these points, placing this wing of the enerty between tio 
withering fires, while the Angelipians in front now cane on in a headlong rush 
the ,lendelininns under genoral qiaecamo gbstinite being the only ones who 

did not give way, and his mon stood stubbornly to his works, trying to check 
the onward rush of the christians, but indeed it seamed of no avail for soon 
Shoemanns entire line wqas rolled up and displaced the Angelininns now being 
entirely in possession of the ridges along this sdint, The ,landelinian 
leaders thought within themselves that indeed this battle was Lost for it 
w was positive now that nothing cowld check the advance of the christians, not 
even the most stubborn resistance of the min Line applied directly on the 
right wing. Bicknells qiandelinians also n could not at all check the strad 
steady attack of the large columns of christians, ant though the awful withers 
withering fire did pour a tear awful gaps in their 1 main line of assault they 

only closed them again, and as quickly as they apeared as before, and con — 
tin cgntinued the attack with redoubled fury. 

The Jardelinians in front of picknelis main christian colunns had been tho 
first to fall back the grand attack of ,ieknells Angelinians pressing the 
entire gray lines back and cleae out of their position. Thy’ now noved furious 
ly on Obstinites ma, and theso glandéelinians despite the fury of the desporate 
christian attack retained their ground stubbornly though they were pliterally 
surrounded. Indeed moving with the most irrestible and tremendous force 
tward the retiring ,landelinians was a line of hattle more than fourmiles 
in length under the direction of Hanson vivian, and in their most great force 
and fearful action hundreds of thousands of rifles and muskets, every sword, 
pistol and cannon, flashed fiercor and brighter, and indead the fierce on« 
set made by the christians had been ald, the time met by the most stubborn 
defense but in vaine Far across the works they charged, many of their colums 
even being riddled by bullets. Line after line of riflepits, field fortificat 
ions, and intrenciments were captured by the angelinians after a most fear 
ful struggle, and now their fla s waved in triumphs The thunder of the 
christian batteries and the still murderous discharge of firearms broke 
the loud deafening chorus of the victorous hosts and as they shorted their 
approaching victory along the entire line. In the meantine one of tho 
generals had withdrawn about fifty thousand men before any more of tha 
Glande linian columns were pressed back, and charged the christian batteries 
with bloody and myrderous fury, but ran into an awful ambuscade, while the 
Glandelinians anid the most dreadful carnage of the battle were for a 
timo in the greatest confusion, while the Angelinian anbuc anbuscaders closed 
in upon‘their adversaries and a titanic struggle raged hand to hand with 
deadly fury. The main officor of the arillery men saw the critical 
situation of these glanielinians ani Openod fire with agreat munher of 
guns only to have their shells fall among their om comrades and increase 
the confusion, while the indelinians tried with all their ight to force 
their way through the awbush tut was nen ® hemmed in only the closer. 

The glandelinians furiously resisted the attacking colwms of Angelinians tt 
were beaten back and driven upon the bayonets in their reare 
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jin encouraged by tho despornate comands of their officers the glande~ 
tindans fought like demons to try and got out of the ammsh, and though thoy 
sversuccossful this timr the survivors cold not stand before the terrific 
dithering fire of the swiftly persueing christians but at last with fixed 
Hyvonsteand after fo reforming their shattered lines, they charged the yolling 
fixdes, WhO were driven into disorder, iit they ralJied, and made a saveoping 
Santer charge, and a fiercer struggle raged, but tho charge was rpulsed with 
ible glaughter.Two mor:fiercor onslaughts wero made by the Angolinians and 
Ron the ,landelinian batteries themsolvgs wore captured and not those of the 
Aristians as had been hoped for by the plandelinians, and the stilt: rosisting

confronting them, they neverheless overthrew all before them. 

Theessential de fearu foutures of general calaaniia shoenmnia's 
strategy had been to get at the poor Angelinians as quickly as possible and 
in good order. In this he had succeoded. His plan of battle was a sin ple as 
his strategy.Zt had been made known in hiscorder of battle, and ws through 
outly understood hy every commnnder of the qlandelinian anales. The order on 
this day was that every effort should be made to turn the left flank of the 
Angelinians so as to cut off their line of retreat.to the Norma pailronad and 
to throw the whole christinn line back on Pullava un where they would be ob- 
liged’ to surrender.

While this fiec4 fierce and frontal 
attack was made all along the line with desper’e courage, which would have 
swept away any ordinary resistance froa tha field, and with losses that told 
fearfully on the assailants, they were seconded by assaults in flank which 
invariably res} resulted in ers crushing the christian lines, with the nost 
destructive force, and strewing the fields for miles with thecdead and 1

Break~In-The-~jocks 
divisions which earlier in the second days battle hdd swept everything e 
before them wore reduced to fragoents within an hour and paralized for the 
rewainder of the battle, with ther leagor severely wounded in the arm by a 
bullet.

Glandolinian columns in unbroken succession. From all the christinn batteries 
in bh this terrific engagowant not lese than 77,567 roinds were fired by 

the Angelinians: to no response fran tho foe who were too panic stricken to 
return the fire. Before this the first or advancod line of the foe which 

had advanced to within three thousand yards of the christian line had retir 
ed crushed to fragaents without striking a single blow, having beon canplets 
dy riddled with shot. Calmannia shoaannias advanced guard had lost neqrly 
nearly half of their own two thousand men and their lines had been badly 

and canpletely penotrated by red hot shot, storms of canister, shrapnell, 

and even high explosives, having recieved thirty large gaps in their columns 

- and the flying shells as the en were jammed together killed scores 

and wounded hundreds ce per socond, and the few surviving lines were in such 

a rickety condition that every solid shot crahing through also killed and

The fighting was insedious and vehement, and during the 

time the glandelinian works wore strewn with dead and dying _landelinians and 
christians cann canbined other christian colums cane to the support of 

Julo Benligan in heavy nuabers and the fighting along a battle line of 

twelve miles grow so foer so fierce and deadly that Shoenannia became horrif 
ied at the slaughter and wished to ceaseit but picknell told hi that: 

he was bound to see it through and world not give up now for anything. 


Sim1ltaneously general aie Jennings cao on with heavy forces to add 


to those already attacking but now the enemys batteries having in the 
meantine arived opened fire upon thechristian divisionse:;ith with frightfy 
frightful fury and-yalter Jemings army being threatened with annihilation 
withdrew. General ,odestins was also in this grent st etruggle which raged 
along his lines for two hours and his assaulting columns were only driven 
back when he himself fell mortally wounded. Two mora times his men made a 
charge but those two tines amid the drendful carnage they were driven back 
again with three generals James Benedict, Frank Tllion, and Hande r Werner 
severely wounded. The plandelinian works seemed +0 blaze, but despite their 
deadly fire Julo's men themselves swarsedvover the enewys works in frightful 
overwholaing - mmibers driving back the glandelinian columns, and though 
they tried to retake their wgrks the Jandelindans were driven back with the 
most heavy losse Though the rlandelinians were exposed to a most destructive 
withering {ire they charged again and again with frightful fury, the roar and 
din of the conflict keping up as steadily at this point as at any othere 

» These charges wera also repulsed with the most 
dreadful loss es but the ,landelinians troops returned again to the heavy 
assault against the overwhelaing mmbers concentrated, against them, and 
despite the contimous and dreadful fury of the knawing and insedious christ 
jan fire, and endeavored with all their fury to recpa recapute the works, and 
though they were beaten back with torn and tottered lines, they continued the 
attack with utmost and mazing fury, surged up and over the works, with the 
ferocity of demons, but 1,100,000 Angelinins Angolinians opposed them ami 
amid the dreadful carnage and dreadful losses the christians surprising 
and sad to say were last driven back fran the works, tha enemy having 
charged again and again with titanic ferocis driving thon back, and then 
recpatured all thothe worlks along yunctine pine dr‘ving the christians away 
with the loss of II - 100,657 in killed and wounded along this point, 
along with the others. The glandelinians had slightly won the five days battle 
of Pullaway but at a terrible cost having lost over 800,000 “in killed 
and wounded while the christian losses were less than that in proportunate 
even of those captured but sonething like 234,685 in killed wounded and 
prisoners.The christian losses had been at first stated to be about 987,566 
of which 789,000 had fallen in killed and wounded but these losses had been 
canpletely exaggerated and were not so at all,The only success the enemy had

biown dowm and also sot on fire, Ten desperate und bloody attacks which shook 
tho earth with the roar of battle was nlso mada and remilsed by the two 
sides ant this all oceup occured on March I2¢ h.This desporate and bloody 
action on the part of the christian carmnder brought a speedy and vigorous

that the plan of the glandelinian general mst be to turn his right flank 
and assure a position in the rear, which would compel hin to-fight ata 
disadvantage. So while his forces were now pressiny forward, xindernine order 
ordered Nero to withdrew his forces acrosa the rivery and hardly had those 
cr christian forces landed on the other side of the glandelinian river, when 
scouts out spying reported that jmnenso plandelinian foyces had movad on 
Pepper-Necklace avparently with tho intention to crush 2Vianias right wing, 
“and offe offer hin battles on the vory ground witich yivianda had solecteds 
Aronburg had no wish to avodd a meeting uns under such cdrounstances, and 
he sent over the other divisions he could spare, and moved these forward tyward 
Pepper-Nocklace and hero tho battle raged furiously. 
While this ordor had been carried ort and while the battle was now raging with 
all its violence, tho christinn cavarly which had been throm out to the 
right, returned with the information that the divisions wich had recrossed 
tho river, had beon attacked so furiously by the glandelinians that two of 
them had beon reduced to fragaonts, the main line was torn to pisces, 
Zimmersanns main ansy was shot to pieces in standing his groimd against desper 
desperate assaults of the foe, aul that all of two othor divisions were driven 
back frightfull; shot ttered with the loss of 189,000 in killed and wounded, 
and that a portion of the whole qiandolininan amy was on the march to gain

Fortunately the iin qttdolinion armies were slow in mnking thodr disposit 
icns to attack him, so slow that darkmoss and a heavy rain and thunderstom 
c*osed in, ani under its cover general xindernine and his aray stole ayy 
and fun finally rejoined the main amay on its march taking with it all the 
wounded but leaving behind their dea” .

Although riost of those 
offensive land operntions were on a smal seale comparatively speaking, thoy 
weve rarked by great skill and boldness, and were vory ine intorosting and 
intensely thrillinge One by ono the minor citios along the Onion niver were 
seized without any resistance, as there were no amiios to defend them, leaving 
only Neptune, ,lader, gavanah, and Ohaybile which could not be taken 
without bloody "battles ,-and which wore probably not captured for a long 
tines One of tho first importance of this minor expedition was the one that 
resulted in the capture of yort Manley, and the for fortifications of 
Malnlyey situated on a high bank of the dirty Onion niver and comand ing 
tho approaches to the city of Oh-My-Bile. After a serios of Inhorais appronche 
Approaches begun by zZimeraann, sontinuded by Aronhurg, and brought to a 
successful teriaination by genoral Frank gooinows batteries bearing on the 
forts were vlocod at a distanc distance greatey than that-fraa which a sorious 
bombardment of a fortification had beon attempted. After goodnow had got his 
batteries into position there wore seven hundred batteries in all each mountiy 
mounting a thousand gyns, all motars, and other kind of heavy guns. Hindernino

Thon a most tremendous fire equal to that of the banbardment of 
Titinnic Fair was openod and for twelve hours the Angelinians gumers rained 
a tornado storm of shot sholl, and high explosives upon tho fort and fortif 
ictions which replied more vigoroisly with twice as many guns of artillery 
and after an ontire banbardment of fourty eight hours which shook the ground 
for eight hundred miles and broke windows in ali tho towns araind fro tho 
con concussion and made all furniture danco tho tango, und caused a loss of 
Allions of dollars in dishes and other earthenware and window panes, the 
fort and furtifications were reducod to ruinse Hindernine came into possossion 
of e very large store of ammmnition and had captured one hundred and fifty 
thousand prisonorse.

In the meantine the yintergarden massacre and horrib horror was in- 
creasing, and general Ranson made decisions to stop it at'aJ1 hazards antl to 
strike everywhere possible as hard as he catlde Violet and her sisters had 
been with Hansons araies during these great occasions in which the war seamed 
just now in favor of the christian cause, and day after day they had seen 
without a pause all the prisoners that woro captured, cane in, and then be 
entrained for the prison camps in Angolinia and elsewhere. Many of the 
Glandelinian prisoners were officers of high and tow rank, and few of then 
ever appeared to be generals. All prisoners thnt were taken were searched 

and examined and everything suspicious taken away fran them.Their ow 
private belongings, such as money, and other little trinkets the Angelinians 
allowed their prisoners to take or keep, but everything olse which was 
suspicious looking the Angelinians kept for incestlgtion.If any of the 
prisoners ever proved to be spies it certainly would yo hard with then, as 
now in their rage the Angelinians had no use for spies, and would shoot

There seamed to be nothing 
to prevent picknell frou first destroying general qmaoch-In-The-peads force 
and theu then turning upon the glandelinian picknell to ani fe 
defeat him, ami that is whnt ho made up his to do. With the objest of 
masking his moveient fron Shoesammia, he disposed of brigades of cavarly, 
soas to mike it appear he intemied to attack-Shoenannia, wiile the main 
bedy of his force was to move against general picknoll. 7 
However tho. battle did. not break untill the Inst day of May. And 
that day seomed a beautiful one, anid never was a grander sunrise beheld, 
but it really meant a day of bloody carnage. The battle by sase nistake 
oppensd differently than what picknoll expcctod. Genoral Daniel yones stat 
ions on Getr Gertrude Angelinias Hills with 600,000 men made a furious 
assault upon Calmmiia Shosmmias vain wing ani met a fire so deadly thnt 
he was forcad to fall back with the loss of fifty thousand nen killed 
and nearly eighty thousand wounded. 
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The m enemy now decided to follow up their advantage, and made a moat 
swooping charge upon the ch retreating christians and became badly interning 
led in a bloody hand to hand death struggle. A lively scrinmage ensued but 
yet the enemy managed to be driven back with more terrific loss tward the 
Pullw Pullawg Run. Bicknell who was a daring general had in the meantime 
gathered over two million tvo hundred thousand men and made such a daring 
and irrestible charge upon the apprently victorous qlandelinians whan they 
80 enraged by the stinging fire, that the clandelinians yelled in anger 
and all their shell guns, gathling, and motara, and musketry roared in such 
tremendous fury, and poured dow such terrific torrents of shells and canister 

sharpnell, and minnie balls that the christian columns were badly torn and 
cut ups All of the attempts of the enemy in sounter charging however wer 
were in vain and the Angelinians only returned to tho charge with still more 
frightful fury and after a series of most frightful engagenents, that suc~ : 
ceeded each bloody onslaught tho christians’ finally ove overwhelaing the 
enamy captured his entire line of workseccce 

But at whk a cost. Hundreds of thousands upon hundreds of 

t liousands of dead ani wounded lay ol closely intermingled on the sides of 
the ridges, but more frightful were the mmbers of the slain and wounded, 
piled up before the works.Thousands of dead and wounded Jay across atd inside 
the works, the dead and wounded being in sone places five feet deep. The 
str ggle was more frightful now than it had been bafore, Cannons, musketry, bg 
guns and other materdals of war roared more dgcessantly, pouring streams of 

minnie balls, shells and canister upon the ;landelinians as they made 
furious attempts to recpature the posti positions they had lost. Calumdia 
Shoemannia was the most reckless in the chage and though his hosts wore mowed 
dawn by the scorg of thousanis n seemingly atevery volley delivered by the. 
‘christians, tho qlandelinians pressed on up the crest, end swarmed up tov , 
the works only to be met by such a vigorous withering fire of misketry and‘ 
cannon that they wero compelled to fall back badly broken and shattered, out 
up and disabled, having sufferod the lose of 10,000 in five minutes t hough 
the assault lasted fourty mimites, and Shoemannia recieved a wound in the 
left arne ; 
100,000 shot mi shell had been poured into their seried colunns which had 
caussdsuch frightful slaughter. Yet throughout the whole day the ;,landelindans 
returned furiously t o the charge repeatedly only to have their sntire lines 
swept away each time, and tho main colums torn back with the most frightful 


loss of all. Tt ms awful. Tt ms indeed a very strong position the christian | 


christians had captured, ani it was hard for the enemy to ratake it. The 
whole side of r the ridges was contimally swept by the terrific fire of 
canister ani grape,-ani tho charge of tho eneny wus ret with the most dread 
ful slaughter. Thevdlandelinians wero finally forced to retire fran the 
assaulte, but not defeated as yet for their leaders had not given up, and as 
the battle had continued elsewhere the next day they had hopes of wiming 
the third day of the battle. On the thint day of the battle a third § sordous 
disaster which had cecured along a part of tho christian line under “icknell 

wes the cause that almost mde a great victory for the glanielinians. 
Terrible mmbera of Me=yollestinians had been advancing under goneral Jeunes 
Hennily Pyhiscian, and these r early in the morning hed been throw upon tho 

chr'stian lines in the most heavy uneses » and 80 fearful was the conflist 
here that thousands seemed to be killed every mimite.The disaster occured 
dong picknells extrem right. The losses of both sides in this contest wes 

certainly tremendous, ani had it not been for the tragedy all would have gone 
well with the christian armies, and the disater would not have occurede 

General picknell had sent general Handon Cot Cexteinia with a big overvheln 
ing forceto mke a vigorous advance against the qlardolinians who were attack 
ing there, and with orders to hold his ground at all costs and not to give 
way unless ordered to do so ani no matter wnt his losses were either. He 
made the advance, ani his men seeing the tremendous carnage, deployed as thoy 
advanced, but thsy wero soon unable to advaccan: advanse any further 

and were compelled to repell charge act after charge which raged in end 
less succossions tundreds of thousands upon hundreds of thousands of tha 
Glandelinians threw themselves with torrific nolas and fury upon the main 
christian lines, ant all this while the terrible firing was redoubled to‘ ° 

such an extent that the glandelinians again fell actually in whole liner. Yet 
Cam Calmannia Shoomannia was not yet ready to give up, and ordered his 
leaders to contime the assalts with redoubled fury, and also had brought most 
of his whole am army in frightful action against the christian icknell. 

The right wing of the christian army was now p pushing forward after the mob 
most bloody struggle had raged along that part of the line with unceaing fury. 
Certainity had made desperate ani horowlean efforts to drive the other 
assaulting qlandelinian colums back, but along here it wa ueselss, ani he saa 
sont a report to picknell that he could not follew out his orders, for he 
was fiercely attacked, and could not: advance despite his overwhelming mumbers 
which repelled the glanialinianses.s+ss

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General Leonin Meldonia did not know of the disaster untill nearly night 
fall set in, ani all this while he had with the other of his own forces 
been resisting all the hammering onslaughs onslaughts that the wildly pro 
gres progressing christian forces could have made upon him, and then he 
learned that mest of his other forces wore strewaing to the rear like 4 

sea of stampeding rabbits. Though the rest of his main line had been able 

to hold its ground to the very last moment, picknoll learning of the dis 
asrer ani kearing that ho no efforts could rally them saw that there woo 

no further hopes of contiming the battle with any succoss, ani so when 

all fighting had coased ho immediately ordered a retreat, and this would have

The left 
section of gannons main extreme left wing was prosaed back for a quarter of 
a nile the qlandelinians capturing the position, while simultaneously the 
other columns in gray surged on ,i with the fury of a tidal wavo now. Cannon 
saw the danger immediately and as quickly as possible hurried large bodies of 
troops to the point in dsn danger, and the new forces of ,ngelinians ariving 
demorilized the clanielinians with thoir resiotanco, while simitansously thé 
their very line seemed full of exploding shells as thick as clouds moving upon 
them ina fire, and at the same tine tho angelinian machine guns sent frigh 
frightful torrents swooping through their gray columns making the scone a 
regular hell of death and destzuction for these daring fools in gray. 

The ,landelinian solums of svery munber seoned to 
be disolving away, and even more and more cannon came up to the christian 
works and poured in their volleys, ani though tine and again the surviving 
grayconts tried to rally, two inndred guns delivered volleys of two hundred 
shots por minué mi socond and the carnage was so hirrible that the surviving 
Glandelininns could not advance or even rally, though again and again their 
leaders had shouted to them to press forward at all costs and silence those 
infernal and fatal guns which were wowing thom dow at seomingly myriads 
at every volley. 

General stanck was in conmand here and he roared as a bursting shell narrowly 
wnissed him and killed his horse only ten feet: away; 

‘Silence: those infernal gosh darn guns.Slaughter all their defeniors 
1? you have + 0.6 :mst silence those guns that is all.'' 
The christians indeed seemed to dire direct all thoir artillery fire upon 
these very divisions who wore faily failing to rally, or resume their 
advance and while the terrific brondsddes of canister tore frightful gaps 
in their massicy lines, and genorala evon fell in woeful mmbors thers being 
8 soore killed and nearly a hundred wounded within an hour as they strove | 
to rally the 1en, the Glandelinians became more confused. 

Indeed the havoc was so terrible thaththe surviving lines torn 
in pieces ae the christian fire never slackened a moment, as when guns grew 
hot others were placed to give them time to cool the glandelinians began to 
fall back in disorder, and stanck in h spite of hid inconceivable peril 
galloped far in advance of his men on his white horse, cheering and trying 
to encu encourage them on, but nevorthelesss they would not and could not 

no longer faco the annihilating christian fire, and though by his bravery 
and daring they raliied again, they could not make an advange, and while 
vhole regiments were wiped out of existance, the curviving lantelinians 
seeing their dead and wounded comrades lying in great heaps where they had 
fallen again broke into confusion, bu% goneral stanck unfurled a flag he 
had smitched fron a fallen colo coler bearer, ani dared them on. How he 
survived aid the dreadful carmge I can never explain.

Yet his clesves 
and coattail were torn to shreds by the whistling bullets, and ho had four 
horses shot under him in two miju minutes. 
The ,landelinians ware indeed encouraged when they saw the waving flag through 
the pall of smoke and tried to press on only to increase the fire of the 
Angelinians who wero recieving more artillery ani troops hesides. The wicked 
Glandelinians were amazed to see their comrades fall in ouch frightful mb 
muitbers and through all this they heard hundreds of thousande of christians 
shout in furdous voices, amid cursing, and intolerable Leprecations against 
them. However now tho christin fire began to slacken sanewhat and the 
Glandolinians were inspired to greater courage, and with yells of''jowm with

General paldwin showed the note to general yanson who ordered all his officer 
officers to don thoir regnlias ani hold council with him. This ws done and 
soon Hanson with all the officers were seated around a large circular 

‘table ina long and vigorous debate. Hanson had it in mind to remme the 
battle by attacing the enomya army in full forse, but all the other officer 
generals were not in favor i of it, and as they would not abandon the seiges 
either he at last decided to rain a storm of shells on tho enemys battle 
ments and blow thom to amitereeno if possible. Tt wa aterrible decision 
to be made, and all were indeed of the apprehension of the outcame, and 
several officers had tried to send wmrnings to the helpless people to hide 
in thoir collars for safty but no one could got into the city. 

At ten o-clock the next morning the christdan artillery broke in their horr 
ible and universal uproar, and socn streams of shells were blowing the region 
regions of the enemy into the air, tutidings crumbled into ruins fron the 
shcek of the concussion, wile torneke pottese verse Baldwin himself had 

& long line of howltsers trained upon the battlements along with two hundred 
thousand centemeters oni these scon showred a storm of high explosives 
upon the batt lemnts which d seemed to the chriatians to rise into the 
air like mmoke clouds of a vi:-volcanic eruption.

Yowover it hapvened to be that most of the 
battlements were blasted to fragaents, tha stockades were in flames, and 
this soon caused the enonys artillery fire to slacken.This tw terrible shell 
dng of the battlement with nearly two hundred and fifty thousand cholls per 
hour bring up to my menory pictures of tho bloody soige of Pullaway of a 
singular mature, grewaone, weird and tinged with fate. When all the 
christian guns opened fire there being azout three hundred thousand alt o 
gothet, a whole half of the whole front of the battlenenta had been displaced 
and set on fire ani badly wrecked by the exlosions of gang-gagng shells 
which had seomed to tear the earth asunder with thoir frightful din.

These 
awful explosions were couplete illustrations of the effects of iternal 
cartridge explosions ani if any one has any doubt as to the explosions 
and thelr destruction it will be sufficient to let the reading go and cast 
aside the book. The battlements, guns and ordinances equipment were still 
din fairly good conditions but as'to the battlements the iternal explosions 
completely wrecked the structure. Along the central portions of the battle 
tents the havoc was even greater than on the northern ends the effects of 
the christian fire being terrific and horrible.

out. Every vistage of infmal inflenable naterial was gone, with only 
suoking cinders and ashos to show for its existance, the fierce heat having 
buckled the plates, wraped the beams, weakenod: the girders, stanchion Locka . 


and pillars, causing the weights to collnspo. In ry judgonent fire, and not. 


the shells is the sreatest dangor of warfare, whethor for warships, cities 
a? defa defended by battlements or battle lines during a conflict. Here on 
the center of the battloments loan beinya lay strewn about in thousands 
with the caresses of children they'meunt to slaughter all charred, and in 
nost cases Iurned to a erisp or in completo ashes.Added to the havoc and 
shells camo the explosions of the store houses filled with ammunition, more 
terrific than the storehouse explosions on the nor thern end.The walls and 
floors were cracked literally across and the ends wold have collasped ani 
dropped off but for the suport fran tho comr £ ground beneath. The joints 
between the vertical arior and the floor arnor were torn off or shattered. The 
northern side of the battlemonts and the walle above the belt armor hung 
several fect outside of the armor belt. The plating was blowm off or tom 
the whole lengts on the south side » the fragnents scattered one thousand 
eignty lnndred and seventy yards.Anyhodys mind could be wrapt in contemniat 
ion of the magnitude and coapleteness of the desatmiction. Each portion of 
the battlements seesed a greater wreck than the firet.The effect of the iternd 
iternal explosions were terrible. There were the uppo upper portions of 
the walls torn down a’ the blast rushed through there, there were the side 
plates and the towers shelled off, leaving only the franes atand ing.eWhole 
plates lay scattered for miles averywhers. :

All were either carrying trunks, chairs, tables, beds and household furniture 
of every description. It seened as if theso open streots ought to be safe for 
a tine and yot evon there many porsi porishod fras suffocation. The sparks 
and cindors were. fulling as fast ani as thick as hailetomes follewing a 
tornado ani to add to the discaufort and dangor houses ahead began to turn 
and the heat and smcke became so intense that it inoroa increas ed 

the panic of the crow. The two women were now mich alarmed at the bright 
rousing glow w which illumined the southern nightly sky.They caw that a 
dreadful disaster started by thoso murderous sholls was dapending: over 
Pullaway, and the extent of tho fie was gotting larger overy mimite. 

Even an hour after aftor thoy had escaped frou the prison the fire had cross 
crossed the south branch of tho PPulleway river which was ruming through the 
city and that sortion of tho city as well as the west and southoastern por 
portion seemed now a blaze of fire. Tho progross of this wall of flame wes 
frightful, and to add to their peril the sholle and high explosives ware 
dropping even more frequontiy.Violets mother and Hensons wife stopped for 
another macent to watch the progress of the flames or the billow of fire 
and contemptiating the destruction going on around. : 

The fire had passed north of St Anns Church on St Peters 

streot a mile fron the prison hthey had escaped from, and they knew that

On tho left grand divisioa of the right wing there hed been five divisions 
utterly dostroysd, which had consisted of about I'Y7,000 wen all these five 
divisions boing swept into 1 eternity. The battie area comprised of many 
hundreds of thousanis of woundedeAll the best glandeliniancgenerala 
of the glandelinian divisions ssventeen superior generals were wounded, 
and fourteen brigades of ths assaiJants attacking pansons conter had been 
swept out of existancs, ant there was on the right of this central wing thirty 
thousand six fundred ranks which had boen deatroyed, whiuh conpisted of cacn 
each nearly twenty thorsand mon men. the main loss of this portion being over 
a miliion in killed and wanded alons. The loss of general officers was about 
twenty five while sixty others cf all ranks were killed or wounded It was 
along all points where the battle had raged with the same fury and violence

bad smashed dow the glandélinian invasion of Afigelinia at the vory start, 
and had then as already predicted invaded glandolinia and gave hor a good 
lession on prepardtiess though the Angolinian arnies hid beon finally hurled 
out of the qlandelinian country on account of blunders caurned by their 
Officers who had not beon well trained, or who were not fully for tho jngo.

The train going due northest after having travled along the tracks going 
west ‘hnd been discovered by a foraging party of the enemy n and though 
thoy had not succeeded in capturing the train which had proved to be a 
tain full of children refugees, thoy nevertheless had tempered with the 
brakes, and the railroad train in almost entering Jennie yren ,,own collided 
into the rear of a large train going northwest, and which had stopped at 
the station to discharce a large nunber of passengeraeThe enemy had tampered 
with the switohman at this point causing the child refugee train to be - 
switched on the wrong train, and thus the collision could not be averted. 
Fortunately that despite the frightfulness of tho wrevi, and loss of lives 
no one was killed or wounded on tho child refugee train, because the coaches 
happened to be made of perfect iron, thore being no wood except what had 
to be in the windows. 

But over £1ft: sebe sevon wore killed in the train in front which 
had beon canplotely telescoped to the last coach, and the steel coaches of 
the other train was emeshed in the wreckage of the coaches, that were so badly

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On tward the retreating columms pressed the long shattered lines in ere 
gray, the scattered christian columns striving to r-l rally, and foremost 
groups kept up such a deadly fire that soon they hd not a ainglo cartr igre 
left.0n with amzing fury rushed the gray lines, the formost angelinions 
having wanaged to rally sonewaht, resisting with the fury of demons, taking 
to their bayonets, trying every means to drive the glandelinians back, tut 
the charge of the gray line waa furtous and irrestible, the poor angolinian 
Angolinians being literally reduced to a few men at the point whorethey had + 
rallied, and the survivors had to contimme the retreat with the main colums, 
Gannon and Germine ,ivian themselves had not been driven back and

Gonoral parger made pra preparations to meot the countor charge of the 
christians, but gonoral ladorlinin was not just in a cod condition nov to atk 
attack the uain line of the oneny, and he withdrew the christian troops’ befog 
before they cams vithin range of the fire of the main line of the enomy.Tha 
snoxya attac’: at this conflict camonly called the Battle of catherine 
Kolemann had beon roughly repulsed, and cut down, and the ,landelinian army 
did not remme the attack again, though at Occasionaly tines there occured soa

But indeed the enany 
were even now attacking ovwrwhelming nuubers the firing Jnorensing ina 
most fearful manner, and goneral yanson soon fully resolved that the ripht 
could not hold out any Longer withort sacrificing his force and with no 
adequate results and was u just about to telegraph to the surviving genorals 
to sound the retreat, when the officers heard a weleans sound in the 
distance, heard it despite the roar of musketry and the resounding deep throat 
ed song of hundreds of artillery, above the din of the the shouting can 
patants, the crash of the wild and storming attack, the earsplitting roar 
of the desperate resistanca, the clattering clanking rush of monsterous 
co, columns of ,jandalinian cavarly forces charge charging back and forth 
ant battling with the christian cavarly with the fury of oppesing whirl 
winds, the tumltious clash of steel on stoal, the madmelodious h shear of 
victory, derisive yolls, and shouts and screans of ddiance, the shar:

The concussion was indeed of a moat violent nature.Gastoria, 
Imotonia, Imporia, Cather,, Nelihelder, plandors, germaine, sennel, 

Aberdeania, Cathorine yorman, ‘Avezsenios, ymraccellio, pmrise oO, Evangeline 
St glare; Angelinia Agathis, vivian Wiokey, Angeline, glorinda, sernde

And yet to think about it----7 have to laugh too to think of it, that 
within two hours after he had sent this message to general Yanley, hoe was 
running his T3,000,000 men ammy from goneral Hindernines six million. The 
eastern Glandslinian ansies had comparatively speaking a free field for 
all theso monthsy they raie hundreda of miles unmolested by any christian 
amy, while the glandelinian armies in the weot dil not even dare show a 
finger without danger of getting it hit.The cavarly forces of Angelinians 
made a horrible reputation, and did mish to check many qlandelinian armies,

The chrint= 
den shot and shell were also ploughing frightfully through poor wiskeys 
christian comand fran the feo batteries, as he rushed up to support these 
assailed, ard also fran the left and right simitanecusly a destructive 
withoring-firé vas poured in wpon Marcue, and from both flanks of the seventh 
corps, in some points of the center also, but at the sane tine the slashings 
and of} obstructions in the christian front had been reached by tho oneny, 
and yivian of wickgs command had his infantry driven from an adfo edvanced 
position, but the enemy was soon driven out by the fire of the ssoond Line of 
christian works. Failens brigades of the sane infant ry swept over the 
recaptured sdvancad works with dare: -devil-recklessness, capturing se esevera 
several thousand prisonere, though at the risk of his life, for ho fell 
riddled by wllets, 

Another gsnorl seizing the colors of cna of the regimenta regiments from 
the dying color beurer as he fell, succecded in reaching the parapet as the 
enoy wre slowing receding, where he planted his colors, and fell dead near 
the ditch bleeding from ua many wounds,Seven other generals of wickeys command 
ani‘ many other officors of oll file and rank diad within those threo mimites 
alse. No christian troops could stand before such oa withering fire of the 
oneny and the order for the christians to lie dom was given all along the 
line. At points wowhore no shelter was afforded the men wre withdram to mich 
cover as could be found where they returned the enenys fire in deafening 
volleys. Each corps commander reported and couplained to general wickey 
that the other corps commanders on the left and right as theeaso might be 
f failed to protect him and his Angolinians fron a return infilading fire 
by silencing batteries in their reepective fronts, T he conflict along this 
point was indeed heartrending.

Near at hand and between the lines lay tho poor horses 
of theve guns sadpletely riddled wih tho bullets of both sides, and tho

line like a coub does through ahead of hair and repulsing the 
Abyssinkildans with horrible loss, But still while the Angolinians wore 
holding finn by despite their own losses despite the terrific destruct 
ion mong their lines general Evans hurried forward his fierce Concentinians 

, and heavier concentration was made, ad whiltho Abyssinkilians pushed forwat 
Jorward across the crek thefirs ‘along the line of christian artillery ws 
sin ply dreadful and annihilating. In tho midst of all this withering torture 
of hell fron the christian artillery the ,landelinians had fallen: back 

a short distinncc, while "vans by merce oni force had succeoded in pushing 
the Abyssinkilians clear ‘onto the bridge, pressing on his boys in over 
twhelaing numbers, and nevor before did genoral vans soo such ea des 
perate hand to hand fight a this.Darger fully renlized that he would

behind froa coming reinforcoments he was not able to get them to retraat, 
and there was Lanediately a conglomeration of confusions Ne realized also 
that if the Abyssinkilians would cross that bridge he would be flanked.

and though repulsed with bloody losses made another attempt with the same 
resulte The struggle had been fearful and along a s stretch of half a 
nile at one point over 25,000 had been kil/Wed and wounded on tho side of 
the christinm. The ¢ @ enemy had held tho position like titans before 
the incessant attack and such frightful numbers fell that it bocame a 
regular slaughtor pon many miles in oxtent. 

During a lull in the morning while the Baldwin who was with Mansons anny 
was concentrating his army, general godfrey on tho side of the glandelinians 
struck at Hanson suddenly. He threw huge armies across the main region of 
Glorinia's Run, and engaged the angolinians fiercely all slong the line, 

a roaring battle line extending for six miles tut his aiding general in chief 
Pemberton Phelanton was killed as he cleared the line of works on his 

front destroying everything the army needed on which to contime the fipht 
with. But the disaster had been so- sudden, and christinn reinforcements ha 
had moved up 80 sudde nly that the glandelinian forces atattacking thera 
suffered from terrinle losses that becane almost intolerable. 

The suffering fran the christian fire was indeed terrible.General Lenna 

and Elsini advanced with groat bravery in the face of the terrific fire 
along tho christian line, and strove with all their might to drive the 
Angelininns before thom but they were cut dom in frightful numbers, and man:

attacked with grent loss genoral Zoe Wickey's Abynsinkilian forces. Though 
the tatics of the Ang linians seemed +0 be mech superior, thare was a masent 
when their defsat seomed cortain, had not the right wing of his assailants 
been rolled up ty the Abyssinkilinns.Zeon anderson at the critical manent 
sent forward large bodies of glandelinians to rally this dm demorilized 
wing, and he case up with these men, and delivered the initial attack backed 
by Anderson, and though genoral costellices forces wore nearly annihilated 

the glanielinians on account of the arival of more Abyasinkilians cauld not 
forea the christian lines and suffered horrible excru i execruciating losses 

in men and officers. An Abbieannian comander in the meantine had made

The disorder among the qlandelinian columns spoodily grew into a panic, 


and the divieions broke up and fled through the lanes-to the right and left 


tut were slowly halted: by other big  reos forces of glandelinians which 
were spoodily advancinge Genoral yivians army-froa the fierce firing they 
had kopt up caused heavisr losses anong the qglandelinians, but one 

quarter of the charging columns had ran out of amnmition and were unable 
to hold out against the counter assaault of the enomy at this point. Despite 
the pallent dofense with tho bayonet the glandelinian forces poured over the 
christian position driving the Angelinians hack with great loss and

As the mangled and torn columns of the glandelinians neared the works 

they discharged their misketry in return, and headed by their conmaniers 
leaped on top of the workseeses With the fury of tigers the Angolinians 
outmmbering their desporate assailants, and ‘mowing that the rest of 
the force would soon coms to their aid, threw themsolves in a hody upon 
the Glandelinioans. But in the hand to hand fight like this the rush of 

the Glandelinians was irrestible, Though they wore shot, cut, bayonett ed 
and torn by hundreds, and dropped in platoons before the point blank 
discharge of the christian pistols and gathling guns, the surviving foe with 
clubbed ba b muskets and fined bayonets siaine maintained regular order, 
advancing like a thick gray wall over the works, and drove the christians 
before them, ad and the combat would-soon have terminated, had not the 
reinforcing Angelinians arived. The glardelinisins furious over h‘ this 
redoubled their exertions an and fought like demons. 

The Angelinians endeavored to rally seeing that help was at hand, and that 
but a small body was now ov opposed to them, but thoir mmbers availed 
little. The @landelinians using their bayonets kept their line, and hewing 
their way forward, with pikes, bayonets and with well aimed pistol and 
musket shots poin point blank, and pressed the purple forcos so hotly 
that the christians were caupelled to break lines, spring over their 
works and recoil. The fight along another portion ef the line wa 

was still fiercer, for the assaulting enemy strove dsaperately to capture 
thew works, swarming forward 1k like bees. For hours the Angelinins strove 
with all their might to keep back the surging lines in gray fairly sweep 
ding them with a most torrific fire, the space being wide enoigh to give 
each enemy fair play with their firearms and beyonets, and for somes time 
tho enemy strove in vain to obtain a footing.

Whon these messengers arived to 
general yivians hed headquarters they saw that the strugglo along his line 
was raging with the fury of hell, largo local divisions having arived there 
there being ono million threo hundred thousand nen attacking tho christians 
here facing the terrible fire of four hundred christian cannons Long lines 
of the girlish looking Glandelinians under Gersannin Vivian were literally 
mowed dow by the terrible christian fire, but on came the monsterous survivig 
surviving divisions and goneral Cald Cald Calender on the side of the 
Glandelinians had recieved threo severe wounds, while four other generals 
Pa Papayan, Principal, Mellon Willow, and Vertigo were also wounded, and 
generals Alcoholism and Pregnancy were killed. 

Whon the messenger reported to general vivian that Folit ws aut of 
aamnition general Vivian answered . 

‘Pell genoral Folit to hold his position at all hazards and do not give an 
inch of ground. Use bayonets if necossary.'' 

As the messenger sped away genoral vivian was surprised to seo Gertrude 
Angeline standing by hie side. Violet and her sisters had crouched togethor 
in @ corner tc avoid the sholls and bullets which constantly roared abou* the 
placoe One shell had recently flew through the door which had been open and 
exploded but now the door was closede :

At one 
tine ono sholl would knock down six men sizmtita 6 simitaneously and if 
exploding among a regiment of two hundred men annihilate nall. De,d 
Deldon dismounted to relieve his horse, and was sitting on a rail fence wich 
ing very closoly the movomonts of tha glandelinian troops. General 

Nant leshelf who had taken a position behind the third corps where ho would 
be ort of reach of fire und at the anmo tine hnvo a clear view of tho field 
becmno 50 interested, that ho left his position and came with speod to join 
Deldon. Just as ho came up behind poldon, Failen had reached a point near 
the christian line, ani here a pause ms made to close tho ranks and mass for 
a final plunge. Tho troops on Failens left although advancing were 
evidently getting a little uhaky.e“Genoral Mantleshelf only obsorviving 

the glandelinion troups of Failens comand said to general Deldon; ‘ 
‘General I would not have mioned seoing this for anything in the world.'' 
He believed it to be a complete success. Deldon ms watching the troups 
supporting fuiien and believed plainly that the they could not hold together 
mich Longer especially in the twilight that was gathering it being nearly 
eight oclock. He called Mantleshelfs uttention to the wavering condition of tb 
the two big divistons of the third corps and said that they would not hold. 
That Fadlen would strike and be crushed, and the attack would be a fallure 
not knowing that one milion others supported then from another direction. 
As Failens divisions concontrated in making the final assault Garjiell 

foll severely wounded. As the divisions threw themelyes against the 
christian lines with terrible violence Rathyo fell and expired. The 
Qlandelinian flagn were planted on the christinn line and immediately: 
Bepkimrdt fo21 mortally wounded at the feot of the christian soldiers. 

But for the christians the.pressure of the assault was too mich, the 
vavering divisions of the ,ngelinians them seomd appalled ani broke ranks 
and retired in confusion, while Lamediately the glandelinians swarmed around 
J Jamas Gannon attacking on all sidesclike a wild legion of fienls, breaking 
and cutting his cama to piieous, and killing more than five hundred 
thousand during the whole assaulte 

They even drove the fraguents back upon the rear positions an} cecarried 
them also there being a mixture of men of both sides in pandanomdme 
Neve Nevortholess deapite this wave of gray domanntion generel ivian was 
bound to check the assault at all costs and senting to his staff officers 
to arasist in collecting the fragnents of his routed commnnds, he rode up 

to h4s uncaptured lino of batteries of one thousand seven hundred cannon 

k owing that they were all he had in front of the impenidng dupending attack 
and resolved to drivo it back or snorifies his last pun and man. Tho

christians still holding the ridges closely followed by another line of 
pattlie,ant then by another, and yet by a third. Who soild describe the never 
forgotten scons, the granduer of the attack of so many hundreds of thousands 
of me. General Kindernines men which were the noxt to bear the brunt of the 
assault looked with great admiration on the differnt lines in gray rushing 
forwa with an easy swinging step, while hundreds of thousands of puffs of 
smoke issued from the other christian lines still holding thoir ground, and 
a the ,landelinians fired in reply to tho christians, thoy came dashing 
forward and everything became enshrouded in smoke for nearly half an hour 
mingled with countless flashas like as if thore were swims of fireflies 
enong tho emoke cloudse The ,landolininns in their advance never haitated 
hesitad hoaitated for a moment tt drove in at the oar stian lines opposing 
thom mows ‘nooking thousands of then over by a biting fire as thoy rose 
up to return a discharge of musket rye ‘ .

General Michelena sent word to general Germannia ivdan that 
he world only surronder to the general in chief in heaven only, Yhot is | 
to Ged and no one else as he warld never give up his sword toa traitor. 
He would be willing to surronder to the vilest glandelinian but not to a 
traitors This was camminicated to Germannia yivian who answered} 
‘That if ichelena sent an assurance that he was acting in good faith, he 
would not talk to his Glandelinian master like that, and that it would be 
better to surrendor than have his army annihilated.'! 
General Miechelena then asked what disposition would be wade of him a’ "Traitp 
‘'Traitor’' who could be so rash as to demand of him to surrender when he 
would surrender to no enamy of Gol, and that he would sooner have all his 
men killéd and himself along with thea, to than to surrender to a wicked man 
like hin. He was amin told that he mst surrender as a prisoner of war, and 
even acopt what disposition the governnant of glandelinia deemed best to 
wake him, and that all the Angolinian soldiers who surremered cold stay 
here where they belonged, or go back to their hams, that though massacring 
children, they did not kiil-soldier prisonore, and that it was only children

Hoe had despite his handsoae looks, o most determined face and piercing eves 
and this refula refusal of the angelinian leader made hin so desperate that 
once agnin he raswied his terrific onslaughts untill the christian commander 
seeing at last his folly and being t dred of further useless carnage retreated 
thro gh the desp gulliea finally eacnping the foe and with , mich dignity 
and solemity he r raised his hands and eyes to heaven and said; 
“ever will I surrender to the Glandelinia s or bow to their flaga.'! 
The glantolinina success during this great battle was slight and only accan 
plushed in saving Geruannias aray fras destruction and not driving out his 
fatcere fathers amy as was wished. And the little victory was not without 
serious loss. Five thousand officers of all ranks’ and noarly three hundred 
thousand soldiers in Pailens divisions wore killede On tho christian side gon 
al general Kindernine, Gannon, and Folit were slightly womded, and-seven 
hundred other officers including two Inndred thousand soldiers of gannons 
army were wounded, one hundred thousand dying, and four > Inmdred thousand 
captured along with six hundred thousand others that had beon annihilated, 
with an extra loss of I,300,000. The enemy under Deldon lost 800,000 in 
killed and wounded, 4 eight hundred thousand more hed fallen including 
29,000 wounded far out of reach of holp and 20,000 dying.Another point the 
enemy lost 7,000,000 all these being prisoners of slichtly wamdeds The “2°? 
total loss of the onemy was 14,080,000 in killed wounded ani prisonarse 
The total loss of the christians ws 7,258,97% in killed and woundede 
There were no prisoners held by the omay as through some reasons thoy could 
not be retained. Violet and her sisters ware saddened by the outcome of the 
great battle raging twelve hours and wondered within theuselves what tha 
matter was with their father that he was losing this first battle in 
Guiverinin while it was reported wildly that other christian commnders with 
inferior anaies to that of the enemy wera getting ahead of him in the war 
gpme by winning des decisively on their eenemies.

On account of the fall of some 
the fortified fortifications during those series of battles lasting already 
| te days it was declared that the glandelinians fought doggedly, repeatingly 
mw ededly reyulsing the angolininns who however always returned to the charge 
mM ltaliy carrying all before them even while the other two forces were being 
me tted at another quarter.

gersral pushamnne-Busimanns onisaries were sent to demand the surrender of 
the city and the glanielinian army but meoting e harsh and saucy refulas 
refusa the Angelinians poured forward in millions to make a hasty attack

Andrean and yivianie where any children of tho christians ospecially he 

tho Calverinians were massacred b by the glandelinian soldiory.If it took 
Abbicannin so long to throw glandelinia on her knees how long would it take 
Angelinia to win the war. As we will soon soo, Angelinia will be sorry 
entirely that she started the war e Glandelinin had in the olden tines many 
wars with Angelinin, and never had bon been beaten by angelinia. Neithor

he oxcitemont which aguited the glandelinians at Norma Catherine was at first

and resulted in the most sanguinary slaughtere Ove Overpowered by mumbere 

the glandelinian columns ware driven back completely thoir lines fairly 
torn in pieses, ani Shoanannia,bad to givs in, the fighting again iulling 
for an hour. Goneral Adola-Do-,arbe had onevo more tried with the fury of 
desperation to dislodge generat pivia pdivisions lines and again was driven 
back clear to his position his treopa leaving wany thousande of dead and 
wounded and dying as thay retreated. While Adelo-No-qarbe wis smking this 
aesault the Glanielinians in camand of thoir min batteries which all this 
time had been inactive seoing hay the strugglo was turning out had opened 
fire with eight hundred cannon, and during Adele<Do<garbea onslaught there 
was an uninteruppted cannonads fran TZ,200 camon, tho onory using all ° 
their available pleses that they could bring to bear upon the christians. 
Rardly before in Calverinia had such an artiliery duel hgen witnesaed, but the 
fire of the christian batteries toid fearfully upon the _londelinian batter 
ies.

The eruol war had no longer a friend in glandelinia itself, save anoig 
the lowest and -maest, and the most ignorent. And now by these Massacres 
the kingdom of glandolinia was to stand before the eyes of that world-as a 
blood stained monster, and way an enemy not of christians, or evon aod only 
but of humanity as well, Thus the crow of glandelinians following the 
wicked exocuticnesrs was composed almont entirely of the soun of 
qlandelinia, wretches who had only been at war with religion, who hated 
the christian children, hated the priests, nuns and other relgious porsons, 
tho Supreme head of the Gathooic Church, hated like demons man who had 
Frospored 80 much in wickedness that they had booome more like wild

& taken plaes, for in spite of the speed with which the mock trials wore 
hurried through those massacres were not yet finished here, so great a yunber 
of prisomyrs wore repented at st soseph's prison. Mamy old mem men, wonen of 
even childran were otili living. They shared the fate of the other prisoners 
boing Ir: hewn to pieces and cut open by the pikes and sabres of the 
@lndelinians. The heads of any woro citi off and stuek on pikes nnd wre 
carried tn triumph under the windows of the convent whe where thousands 
of vonen and children dnoluding yiolet's mother and aunt we were confind 
confined, and me held up to the wid windows of the roona then they 
vecupied for them to see. Yiolet'ws nother and aunt fearless for then 
selves fainted at the ‘terrible sight of the palo-hends of the victims. 
W Stegmory remined a little distance frou 8t yossph's prison tranping 
resilesaly up ant down, half med with rage and horror of his powerlessness 
to interfere any way with tho proceedings of the wtreéches who were carrying n 
on the work of murder. At about two of o «clock a qlandelinian officer ran

‘Thay have finished with them at 8t youeph'a prison''He said with fiendish 
gles, ani with a wicked look in his eyes. 'They are going fron there to slay 
ell those in Withenays prison or conyent.''
